TRAVEL GRANTS FOR ATTENDANCE AT THE INTERNATIONAL 
CONGRESS OF MATHEMATICIANS. Travel grants will be made toa 
limited number of mathematicians who wish to attend the International 
Congress of Mathematicians in Edinburgh, on August 14-21, 1958. It is 
expected that funds available through the National Science Foundation 
for this purpose, augmented by contributions from industry, may provide 
travel assistance for twenty to thirty mathematicians. The grants will 
be made on the basis of recommendations by the Committee on Travel 
Grants of the Division of Mathematics of the National Academy—National 
Research Council. The members of the Committee are: Marston Morse, 
Chairman; L. W. Cohen, Richard Courant, J. W. Green, N. E. Steenrod, 
and S. S. Wilks. 


The selection procedure will consist in preparing a single ordered 
list from ordered lists submitted by the various mathematical or ganiza- 
tions. Persons who are interested should (1) notify the secretary of his 
society (in the case of the American Mathematical Society the person to 
notify is Professor J]. W. Green of the University of California at Los 
Angeles), supplying certain information described below, (2) send a 
written request to the National Science Foundation, Washington, D. C., 
for an application form for foreign travel grants, and (3) fill out this form 
and return it to the National Science Foundation in Washington. 


The deadline for receiving applications which are to be sponsored by 
the American Mathematical Society will be October 15. 


The additional information referred to above is the following: Each 
applicant is asked (1) to give his address, (2) to state whether he in- 
tends to present a paper and, if so, whether this is by invitation, and 
(3) to describe other travel funds, if any, which are available to him. 

It is to be emphasized that each application sent directly to the Na- 
tional Science Foundation in accordance with the above instructions, 
must be matched by an application through one of the mathematical so- 
cieties. 


POLISH SCHOLARSHIPS FOR FOREIGN STUDENTS. Poland’s 
Ministry of Higher Education is offering a number of scholarships at 
Polish universities for qualified foreign graduate students. The awards, 
which run from six months to two years will be made for advanced study 
and research in mathematics, Polish linguistics and literature and Polish 
history. Slavic philology is included in the program. 

Highly qualified advanced undergraduates may also apply for the 
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awards. 

The Polish scholarships include double-room dormitory accommoda- 
tions and a monthly sum of about 2400 zlotys. This sum is adequate to 
cover living costs, tuition and ordinary personal expenses. The awards 
do not cover transportation to and from Poland although in exceptional 
cases assistance may be given towards the cost of the return trip. If 
such aid is required, it must be indicated in the scholarship application. 

Application forms are available from the Cultural Attache of the Pol- 
ish Embassy at 2640 Sixteenth St. N. W., Washington 9, D.C. Applica- 
tions should be accompanied by a transcript of the candidate’s universi- 
ty or college record, a biographical sketch, a statement of chief academ- 
ic interests and of the work the applicant hopes to do in Poland. In ad- 
dition, there should be a letter of recommendation from a faculty member 
under whom the applicant has done his major course work, copies of di- 
plomas or academic certificates and three recent passport-size photographs.

(5) To the American Mathematical Society for the Mathematical Sci- 
ences Section of the National Register of Scientific and Technical Per- 
sonnel, and for preparing and distributing translations of Russian mathe- 
matics; also for a Summer Research Institute in mathematics on Symbol- 
ic Logic under the direction of J. B. Rosser (to be held at Cornell Uni- 
versity). 


A CONFERENCE ON APPLIED MATHEMATICS AT THE UNIVER- 
SITY OF BUFFALO. The second annual Conference on Applied Mathe- 
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matics will be held at the University of Buffalo during the week of June | 
10, 1957. The lecturers at the conference will be Professors F. B. Hilde. 
brand and D. N. Arden of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. The 
conference will feature topics in numerical analysis. 

A SUMMER STATISTICAL SEMINAR. A two-week summer Statisti- 
cal seminar will be held at the Endicott House in Dedham, Massachusets 
beginning July 29, 1957. The first week will be devoted to the general 
topic of time series with emphasis on turbulence, aeronautics, ship mo- 
tion, and cummunication, under the chairmanship of Leo Tick of New 
York University. The program for the second week will include business 
applications, reliability, and data reduction topics as part of the general 
discussion of the impact of computers on statistical problems. Dr. Max 
Woodbury of New York University is chairman of this program. Further 
information can be obtained from Dr. M. E. Terry, Bell Telephone Labo- 
ratories, Murray Hill, New Jersey, or the Secretary, Dr. Geoffrey Beall, 
Gillette Safety Razor Company, Boston, Massachusetts. 


A CONFERENCE ON MATRIX COMPUTATIONS will be held at 
Wayne State University on September 3-6, 1957. The purpose of the con- 
ference is to bring together those persons who are concerned with the 
mathematical methods used in matrix computation and who can communi- , 
cate both in the technical language of digital computers and in the sym- 
bolism of matrix algebra. Morning sessions will be devoted largely to 
invited addresses. Methods now being used to solve systems of linear 
equations, to compute the inverse of a matrix and to find characteristic 
values and characteristic vectors will be described. Papers suggesting 
new methods for the solution of standard problems will be solicited and 
an especial effort will be made to bring to attention new problems de- 
manding the efforts of mathematicians. 

Smaller groups with well defined common interests will form discus- 
sion panels in the afternoon. Explicit operating experience with parti- 
cular problems on machines of similar power may thus be shared and the 
results reported to the entire conference. 

Tentative approval of financial support from a federal agency has 
been secured and it is expected that a report of methods in use at some 
of the main European centers will be given. 

There will be no tuition fee for this conference.

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1957 ANNUAL JOINT MILITARY-INDUSTRY GUIDED MISSILE RELIABIL- 
ITY SYMPOSIUM. The annual Joint Military-Industry Guided Missile Relia- 
bility Symposium will be sponsored this year by the Office of the Assist- 
ant Secretary of Defense for Engineering and the Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics, Navy Department and will be held at the Naval Air Missile 
Test Center, Point Mugu, California. Participants will meet in technical 
sessions on Tuesd:. and Wednesday, November 5 and 6. Thursday, No- 
vember 7, will be reserved for visits to the Center’s technical and opera- 
tional areas for those indicating their desire to make a tour of the facili- 
ties. 

Organizations desiring to send delegates to the Symposium should 
indicate this fact by August 15 since attendance will probably be limit- 
ed to about five hundred people at it was at the 1956 meeting at Red- 
stone Arsenal. Persons desiring to attend must have a Secret security 
clearance. 

Individuals and organizations wishing to present papers should sub- 
mit an abstract of approximately 250 words no later than June 15, 1957. 

It is desired that contributions bear a security classification not higher 
than Confidential and that abstracts be Unclassified, if possible. Papers 
are invited on the following subjects: Component Problems, Mathematical 
Treatment, Plant Techniques, and Testing. Authors of papers select- 
ed for review will be notified by July 1 and will be expected to submit 
completed papers by July 15 for final selection. Security classification 
and clearances for all papers to be presented should be obtained direct- 
ly by the authors from their contracting officer or authorized representa- 
tive, keeping in mind that foreign scientists may be in attendance. It is 
planned that the papers be preprinted and distributed to advance regis- 
trants in order to permit review of papers by those desiring to engage in 
formal discussions.

SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH. The Air Force Office of Scientific Research 
has appointed a Mathematics Advisory Committee to assist it in assess. 
ing its present mathematical research effort and planning its future mathe ' 
matics program. Professor Marston Morse of the Institute for Advanced 
Study has accepted the Chairmanship of the Committee. Other members

A NEW DEPARTMENT OF STATISTICS AT HARVARD. The Har- 
vard faculty of Arts and Sciences voted on February 12 to establish a 
separate department of statistics. The new department will come into 
existence on July 1, 1957. 


UNIVERSITY OF CHICAGO, DEPARTMENT OF STATISTICS. The 
Department of Statistics of the University of Chicago, known since its 
organization in 1949 as the Committee on Statistics, is now called the 
Department of Statistics. The name was changed from ‘‘Committee’’ to | 
**Department’’ in order to avoid confusion about the nature and status of 
the organization. 

Leonard J. Savage, who has been acting chairman of the Department 
this year, has accepted a regular appointment as Chairman beginning 
March 1, 1957. He succeeds W. Allen Wallis, who is now Dean of the 
School of Business, though he continues as a member of this Department. 
Other members of the Department of Statistics are K. A. Brownlee, Kai 
Lai Chung, Sudhish G. Ghurye, Leo A. Goodman, William Kruskal, John 
W. Pratt, Harry V. Roberts, and David L. Wallace. 


EXPANSION OF THE COMPUTATION PROGRAM OF THE CALI- 
FORNIA INSTITUTE OF TECHNOLOGY. The California Institute of 
Technology has announced a major expansion of its research program in | 
the field of large scale machine computing for science and engineering. 
The objectives of the expanded program are to provide new fundamental 
research in the logical design and instrumentation of computers and in 
their use for theoretical and applied mathematics. Funds and equipment 
for the new program have been provided by private industry and by a re- | 
cently announced grant of $38,000 from the National Science F oundation. | 
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Facilities of the new computer center now include (1) an ElectroData 
Datatron manufactured by the ElectroData Division of Burroughs Corpora- 
tion, (2) a large scale direct analogy electric analogue computer, (3) an 
IBM 705 loaned to Caltech by the International Business Machines Cor- 
poration for research purposes, and (4) an LPG—30. This last is a 4096- 
word magnetic drum memory general purpose computer built by Librascope, 
of Glendale, from the results of fundamental research and a prototype 
built at Caltech under the direction of Dr. Stanley P. Frankel. Industri- 
al subscribers to the new program include the Douglas Aircraft Company, 
the Hughes Research and Development Laboratories, the Ramo-Woold- 
ridge Corporation, the Westinghouse Educational Foundation, the Lock- 
heed Leadership Fund, the Consolidated Electrodynamics Corporation, 
the ElectroData Division of the Burroughs Corporation, Computer Engi- 
neering Associates, and Beckman Instruments, Inc. 


A GRADUATE STUDY CENTER AT THE BELL TELEPHONE 
LABORATORIES. A graduate study center is to be established by New 
York Universtiy at the Bell Telephone Laboratories this fall. At this 
center certain of the Bell Telephone Laboratories employees will be 
able to earn advanced engineering degrees by attending classes during 
regular business hours while receiving full time pay. The cost of in- 
struction will be borne entirely by the Laboratories. 

The program is offered under the Graduate Division of the College 
of Engineering of New York University. It will replace a part of the 
Communications Development Training Program now in operation at 
Bell Telephone Laboratories. This Laboratories program was estab- 
lished in 1948 as a three-year company course to provide additional edu- 
cation and training for newly employed engineers. 


BACKLOGS OF MATHEMATICAL RESEARCH JOURNALS. This 
item is a sequel to the report on this subject which was presented on 
pages 21-22 of the February, 1957 issue of the Notices. 

The backlog of the Transactions of the American Mathematical So- 
ciety has continued to grow. In the tabular presentation in the February 
1957 issue of the Notices, the backlog on May 31, 1956 was given as 
36 printed pages and, on November 30, 1956 as 500 printed pages. We 
regret to announce that on May 1, 1957, the backlog was 970 printed 
pages. The waiting time for publication on November 30, 1956, was es- 
timated at 11 months, but it is now estimated at 15 months. 

The tabular presentation in the February issue of the Notices con- 
tains an erroneous statement as to the number of pages which the An- 
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nals of Mathematics is publishing every year. It was stated there that 
the Annals publishes 600 pages per year. Actually the Annals is pub- 
lishing 1,200 pages per year in two volumes of 600 pages each. 

The waiting times in the Pacific Journal of Mathematics are Currently | 
decreasing. The Board of Governors of the Pacific Journal has announcy 
that with the publication of Volume 6, No. 3, the waiting time on manv- 
scripts submitted for publication will be reduced to approximately nine 
months. Last November it was estimated to be 12 months. 


A NEW MEMOIR. Memoir No. 22, ‘tA Global Formulation of the Lie 
Theory of Transformation Groups’’ by Richard S. Palais is now available, 
The price is $2.20 with 25% off to members. 

In this Memoir the classical theory of Sophus Lie, which connects 
Lie algebras of vector fields on a differentiable manifold with local 
groups acting on the manifold, is reformulated in terms of the concepts 
of the modern global approach to differential geometry and Lie groups. 
The first chapter deals with the problem of putting a natural ‘quotient’ 
differentiable structure on the set of leaves of a completely integrable | 
differential system. This is developed independently of the applications | 
made to transformation groups. In the second chapter Lie’s Second Fun: | 
damental Theorem (Hauptsatz der Gruppentheorie), which states the ex- 
istence of a local transformation group generated by an infinitesimal 
transformation group, is proved in a global form, and a uniqueness theo 
rem is also proved. In the third chapter various necessary and sufficient 
conditions are given in order that an infinitesimal transformation group 
generate a global transformation group, and in the fourth chapter these 
results are applied to develop a Lie theory connecting the Lie algebra 
of differentiable vector fields on a manifold with the group of differenti- | 
able homeomorphisms of the manifold. This is then applied to the study 
of the group of automorphisms of a structure given by a differentiable | 
manifold and a set of tensor fields on the manifold. 


A NEW CATALOGUE OF PUBLICATIONS of the Society has been pre: | 
pared. It is bigger and better than the preceding editions. The new edi- | 
tion includes prices of back numbers of journals and subscription prices | 
to the various nonsociety journals which offer special rates to the mem | 
bers. Requests for the new catalogue should be sent to the Headquarters 
Offices at 190 Hope St., Providence 6, R. I. 


DELIVERY SCHEDULE OF THE NOTICES. This item may have a 


certain amount of timely significance, since the antics of the Postal De-| 
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partment have been attracting some rather anxious attention lately. 

The Notices is mailed to the membership by second-class mail by 
the printer in Ann Arbor, Michigan. It has always been a matter of some 
concern as to whether the present mailing schedule gives the member- 
ship adequately early announcements of the programs of the meetings of 
the Society. The Council prefers to adhere to the present schedule if 
possible because it permits persons contributing papers to the meetings 
to send in their abstracts as late as possible. 

Recently an attempt has been made to obtain some statistical data 
on the delivery times of the Notices. Observers were recruited in the 
cities listed in the table below to report by post card when they received 
their copies. The survey covered the December, 1956; February, 1957; 
and April, 1957, issues. Each issue was mailed 22 days before the date 
of the first meeting announced in the issue. The table below gives, not 
the time in transit, but the number of days remaining to the first meet- 
ing announced in the issue, counted from (and including) the day of de- 
livery of the issue. (The day of the meeting itself is not included.) The 
table is arranged approximately in the order of the quality of performance 
turned in by the Post Office, with the cities where it was worst coming 
first. It is interesting to see that Austin, Los Angeles, and Seattle seem 
(on the basis of this sampling) to be getting rather good service, as com- 
pared to Providence, which is nearer to Ann Arbor. The December issue 
had to be carried during the Christmas rush (it was mailed on December 
5) but that does not seem to have made any difference.

A HANDBOOK OF MATHEMATICAL TABLES. The National Bu- 
teau of Standards has announced that it has begun work on a comprehen- 
sive Handbook of Mathematical Tables. This appears to be one of the 
most significant projects in the field of mathematical tables to be under- 
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taken in many decades, and accordingly we shall devote some space here | 
to describing it. 

In addition to the elementary functions, the Handbook will cover al- 
most the entire field of transcendental functions. It will appear as a 
volume of about 1,000 pages—750 pages of tables, 50 pages of graphs, 
and 200 pages of text—and is expected to be ready before the end of 
1958. The project is supported by the National Science Foundation, and 
is being carried out by the Bureau’s Applied Mathematics Division. 

The need for such a handbook was originally discussed at a Confer. | 
ence on Mathematical Tables held at Cambridge, Massachusetts, in 1954 
under the auspices of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology and the 
National Science Foundation. The present project is a result of the rec- 
ommendations of the Conference. The contents of the volume are being 
determined with the assistance of a Committee on Revision of Mathemati- 
cal Tables appointed by the National Research Council under the chair. | 
manship of Professor P. M. Morse. 

The ordering of the contents will be essentially the same as that in 
the Index of Mathematical Tables by Fletcher, Miller, and Rosenhead 
(London, 1946). Accompanying the tables in each chapter will be a list 
of the most important indefinite and definite integrals, infinite series, 
and inequalities relevant to the tables; and in each case a bibliography | 
will also be provided. The aim is to include only those formulas that are 
pertinent to computation or that exhibit important properties of the func- 
tion. Asymptotic formulas will be given in addition to rational approxi- 
mations. Graphs will be provided for some of the more complicated func- 
tions. In addition to the graphs, methods for computing values of the 
functions will be given. Key values will supplement the graphs and 
auxiliary functions. Wherever possible, the key values will be given to | 
an accuracy of 10 significant figures.
